til] TE oarrived at) them encampment; this ] found 
bunt to the wround and deserted, but in the bushes 
“we took two prisoners wlio told us that Adil Maho- 
ined was encamped on the hills with two thousand 
men, of whom evrhiv were mutiacd Cavalry Sowars, 
aml seven hundred Teelneas, or inutinied reeular 
Sepovs, and the remainder Budimasheos and Villaities. 
T onght tu say that we had heard from a woran we 
met onthe road, that the Patellof Goonapoora bad 
advised her to leave, as ib was the mention of che 
Rebels to have a tight with the Enelish Foree ¢om- 
ing to attack them, Taking all this into considera- 
tion and also the smallutss of my Powe, bo advanced 
to the attack of their Camp with the’ vreatest caution, 
] threw out a portion of my Infantry as Skirmishers, 
keeping the remainder as a support. kn this order 
we reached the enemy's position, bat found that, at the 
eleventh hour, their carnage dad faded them and 
they had retreated. Perceiving from the freshness 
of their tracks that they had only lately defi, 1 sent 
on Licutenant Blair with the Cavalry in pnrsnit, and 
followed myself with the Infantry to support hin, 
should the enemy make a stand as I expected. 
Lieutenant Blair after a gallop of about s mile 
through thick jungle, came upon afarge body of the 
enemy which he at once charged. They were regular 
Sepoys and Sowars mounted on horses and ponies, and 
though many of them made a desperate resistance, yet 
the Detachment of Mayne’s Horse, under Lieutenant 
Blaiv’s able leadership, managed to ent up o great 
number of them. The Infantry were not altogether idle, 
for the Skirmishers put up one ofthe nullahs, a few Re- 
bels who had escaped the Cavalry, and shot or bayonet- 
ted them altogether, { am of opinion that at least one 
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99 Sabres. Mayne'’s Horse. 
140 Camel Corpa. 
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hundred were sabred by the Cavalry, who, with their 
gallant young Officer, did their work admirably, Lieu- 
tenant Blair speaks highly of the behaviour of the 
whole of his men, on this occasion, more especially of 
the Seikh Troops which happened to be in front. He 
also begs to recommend to the special notice of General 
Napier, Ressaldar Indur Sing, (whose name I had 
much pleasure in once before see to hia favorable 
notice, and who was yesterday wounded on the wrist) ; 
also of Sowar Ram Sing, who received a sword cut on 
the right shoulder, as also of Sowar Bheckum Sing, who 
eut down the Sepey who wounded the Ressaldar, and 
in doing so, received a cut through the boot. 

On our return as the Colunm approached the village 
of Goonapoora, some Rebels who were hid in the houses 
fired out and shot.a Duffadar of the Camel Corps. I at 
once formed the Infantry into three storming parties 
under the respective leaderships of Ineutenants tt AITIS, 
Newport, and myseli, We lost no time in attacking. 
Licutenant Harris’ and my party stomned the village, 
and Lieutenant Newport’s a hill at the back of it. We 
drove the Rebels out of the village, I towards Licute- 
nant Newport's party ; but owing to the admirable 


“cover they had, and the densenesa of the jungle, they 


escaped with the loss of about ten of their number. 
We then returned to the villaze of Goonapsora, which? 
wefound full of grain and other supplies, sufficient for 
aw year's consumption, of which we took away as much 
as we could, destroyet the remainder and burnt the 
village. IT should beg to draw the General’s attention 
to the admirable behaviour of the men of all Arms 
composing the Force, who, because of the baggage not 
being able-to follow us on account of the badness of 
the reads, had to remain the whole day and night in 
the rain, wet, hungry, and fatigued, bearing every pri- 
vation with the utinost cheerfulness. My thanks are 
spevially due to Seei Sooha Ram Rao, for the correct- 
ness of his information and the great trouble he took to 
obtain it, and his indefatigable zeal in procuring sup- 
plies for the Force. Linay also add that as usual 
he kept in front with the skirmishers. T ought to 
say that fo sent a copy of the terms offered, to Adil 
Mahomed and that he ordered my messengers to be 
beheaded, they manased however to escape with the 
loss of their horses, und returned to mo late on the 
nicht of the 22nd. fn fast Tset out for the attack 
in less than two hours after their return. 1 enclose a 
Casualty List.

Ava Marine Court assembled on Saturday, the 
Sth day of June, one thousand eieht hundred 
and fiftv-nine, under Act XII. of 1859, Mr. 
Master Pilot IE. II. T. Bull was tried on the 
following Charge : 

CHARGE, 
Mr. I. IT. Y. Bull, Master Pilot, for breach of 


duty in the following instance :— 

That. he being in pilotage charge of the inward- 
bound Screw Steamer Cape of Good Lope upon the 
23rd dav of March last, when passing from Faltah 
towards Hog River Reach, cid through disobedience 
of orders, inattention, or unskilfulness, suffer the 
Vessel under his charge to be run down by the 
out ward-hound Mail Steamer Nemesis, whereby the 
Cape of Good {lope \ocame a total wreck. 

VERDICT.

of the Rebels with his spear. About ten or tw elve of the 
enemy were killed, amongst whom was Jowahier a foster 
brother of Burgoor Sing’s and a man of very determined 
appearance, Many others were wounded but hard to 
state how many on account of the dense jungle and 
nullahs innumerable which favored their escape. 

I cannot speak too highly of the conduct of the |
